Sir—Reading last Sunday's 
editorial In your paper on the 
question of the lement of 
problems left to the lony ona 
result of the recent AngloJap- 
anese War, reference was mode 
to an article published in _ the 
1th May issue of tho Far Enst- 
ern Economic Review, The cdi- 
torinl Iced me'to expect that I 
would find an . impartial  state- 
ment of the complicated tegal 
bockground on the question of 
the validity of the payment of 
pre-war debts to the  Jaopancse 
Nquidators of the banks which 
are the maln creditors involved. 


On purchasing a copy of that 
excellent periodical, I found that 
tha legal background quoted at 
length — consisted in passages 
from the fudgment..of Judge 
Hilado In the case of Haw Pia v 
the Chinn Banking Corporation 
recently decided In the Phill 


as the liquida- 
tor of the Creditor Bank, was 
valid in Intemational Law, ~ and 
that such validity must be up- 
held in the; Municipal Courts in 
the post-war period. 

According \to the judgment of 
the majority of the Supreme 
Court handed down by Mr, Jus- 
tire Feria; it was .decided as fol- 
laws: 

1, That the Japanese Military 
authorities had power, under In- 
‘ternational Law to order the 
lquidatlon of the China Banking 
Corporation and te ‘appolnt and 
authorise the Bank of Taiwan as 
Nquidator to eccept the payment 
In question, becnuse such Hqui- 
dation ‘Is not a confiscation of the 
properties of the Bank-Appellce, 
but n mere sequestration of Its 
assets which required the Hqul- 
dation or winding up of the busi- 
ness of the ‘said Bank, 

All the arguments to the con- 
trury in support of the decision 
appealed against from the Lower 
Court are predicated upon the 
erroncous assumption that the 
liquidation or winding up of the 
affairs of the China Banking 
Corporation, in order to defers 
mine its Mabllities and net asscts 
to be sequestrated or controlled; 
was an act of confiscation of ap- 
propriatilon of private Property 
contrary to Article 46, section ill 
of the Hague Regulations of 1907. 

2° That sinteé “tlie Japanese 
Military Authorities had power 
to requestrate and impound the 
assets ox funds of the China 
Banking Corporation, and for 
that purpose to liquidate it by 
colletting the debts due to the 
sald Bank from its debtors, and 
paying Its ‘Creditors, ond there- 
fare to appoint the Bank of Tai- 
wan as liquidator with the con- 
sequent -authority to make the 
collection, it follows evidently 
Feb IMA tae RL 
to the Bank of Taiwan of their 
debts to the China Banking Cor- 
poration have extinguished their 
obligation to the latter. Such 
payments were made to a person 
the Bank of Taiwan, authorised 
to recelve them In the name of 
the bank: Creditor -under—Artlele 
1162 of the Civil Code. Because 
it is evident that the words “a 
person authorised to’ recelve It" 
as used therein, means not only 
a person authorised by the same 
cieditor, but also a person au- 
thorised by law to do 50. Such 
as guardian, executor or ad- 
niinistrator of the estate of a de- 
ecosed, an assignee or liquidator 
of a partnership, or corporation, 
as well as any other who may be 
authorised to do so by law, 
(Manresa, Civil Code 4th Edition 
p.254.)"- : a

find. candles, incense, paper 
noney, firecrackers, food and 
wine. Enticed by the sweet 
odours of the food and wine, by 
the shining candles ‘and the 
aroma of the incense, the spirits 
re believed to descend on the 
perfurmed clouds arising from 
the: altar. At the end of the 
ceremony they return to their 
abodes in the spirit world on:the 
smoke ‘of their. burning picturcs 
and /pnper money.

The diMcultles of- adjusting a 
civilization that has remained 
virtually. station: for several 
centuries to m selentific 
miethods could not, perhaps bo 
better exempilficed than the 
cose of Western medicine. . The 
pioneers In the Introduction of 
Western Medical ecience have 
been ‘the Misstonaries, both: Pro- 
testant_and Catholic. Dr. Robert 
Morrison started a Disponsary in 
Cunton for the. Chinese poor in 
1820 but it was conducted for the 
most part. by Chinese practitlon- 
ers with Chinese Tho 
first institution opened for the 
purpose of bringing the benefits 
of Western medicine to the suf- 
fering Chinese was the -Macao 
Ophthalmic Hospital, established 
by Dr. T. R. Colledge, a Surgeon 
fn the employment of the East 
India Company. He followed this 
up by founding a Dispensary in 
Canton In 1828, and in October, 
1834, there landed in the city the 
{iret Medical Missionary ‘ever ap- 
pointed by a Mission Board, the 
Rev, Peter Parker. He and’ Dr. 
Colledge drew up plans for a 
“Medical Misslonary Socicty {In 
China,” which were frst publish- 
ed in 1836. Other medical pion- 
ecrs, whose names have since be- 
come household. words, followed, 
nuch as William Lockhart, Ben- 
jamin Hobson, D. J. Macgowan, 
etc, Dr. Peter Parker inaugurated 
the training of Chinese assistants 
at his Canton Hospital, and thir 
thereafter became a feature of 
medical mission work among the 
Chinese. Until comparatively re- 
cently all the’ best Medical 
Schools were in Mission Hosp!- 
tals. such o8 Cheloo, St. Jolin's 
University, West China Union 
University, Yale in Chino, and 
the Peking Union Medical Col- 
lege. The Catholics: alzo founded 
many Medical Schools. Hospitals,’ 
and Dispensaries, and Mission -ef- 
forts were supplemented by the 
Rockefeller Foundation, which 
took over the P.U.M.C. and pro- 
vided Chinn with her most ad- 
vanced medical training centre. 


Paralysed 


Many Mission Medical centres, 
and the Rockefeller Foundation, 
were paralysed by Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, and somo of them 
have not yet been able to resume 
full-courses of training. In addl- 
tion to Misslon™ and . Secular 
Medical training centres in 
China, Hongkong Hospltals 
Colleges, and later, its University, 
produced a number of qualified 

hysiclans and surgeons. The 
late Dr. Sun Yat-sen received his 
medical trainin at the alee 

lemo losp ere, an in- 
stitution which was established. by 
a Chinese. gentleman, In memory 
of hig wife,

Un- 
fortunately: these prejudices and 
gu ratitions continue to prevall 
hozardous, even in the larger 
cities where one might have ax- 
pe - confidence In  medern 
medicine and surgery to have 
been ‘established. A mischievous 
relative can only too often secure 
the arrest, and imprisonment 
of a forelgn-trained phyalcian 
or surgeon by alleging that 
death hag been caused by negli- 
gence or lack of skill. The Na- 
tional Health Administration has, 
to its credit, attempted to prevent 
theso paraccutions. of modem 
practitioners, but there. have been 
na number of instances In which 
German physicians (following the 
withdrawal of thelr extraterri- 
torial rights after World War 1). 
and European, American, and 
Chinese practitioners, have been 
subjected to lengthy trials, heavy 
expenses and much mental. an- 
guish as o result of prejudice (of- 
ten malicious) agalnst Western 
medicine ond surgery. Serious 
risks would be encountered by 
Western-trained practitioners who 
started in private practice’ in In- 
terlor cities or rural districts. 
Even in populous cities Ike 
Shanghai ond Chungking, mem- 
bers of hospital staffs have been 
victims of this form of persecu- 
tlon within the past few years. 


Only .13,000 


Considering the time (over a 
century), the labour, and the 
funds, expended upon the at- 
tempt to introduce Western medi- 
cul selence into China the results 
can hardly be considered other 
than disappointing, According to 
the latest China Handbook there 
are only 12,827 licensed doctors 
in Chine. Many of these have in- 
ferlor qualifications, and the pro- 
portion of doctors to the populn- 
tion is'one per 36,000 (compared 
with about one to 1,000 in Great 
Britain and the Unit States). 
The distribution throughout 
China. of Western-trained doctors 
js most , unsatisfactory. Few 
Chinesa medical duates, for 
ressons which will mentioned, 
will entertain the idea of practis- 
{ng in interlor or small cities, or 
rural districts, much less ‘of join- 
ing the Army Medical Admints- 
tration. Most of them are con- 
former 
Treaty Ports. A Chinese physi- 
clan could not-as-o-rule make a 
llving in rural areas or smalicr 
cltles, ana would constantly be 
exposed to the danger of arrest 
and imprisonment in connection 
with the deaths of any patients.

service. Of the Doctors who 
served with tho. Army the u- 
thors of “'Thunder out of China” 
write: a 
“The Doctors who served ‘the 
* Chinese Army were shockingly 
undorpald; they received per: 
haps a’ tenth ‘of. what -they 
might have .earned in private 
or civilian practice; they had 
* fow drugs or tools with which 
to work; the omotlonal atraln of 
the appalling suffering tn the 
Army. all but destroyed thelr 
own mental health.” 


It is going to take mony more 
decades to bring the benefits of 
modern medical science and 
hyglene to the whole of China. 
Indeed It is difficult to sce how 
it can ever be accomplished 
otherwise than by a huge Stqte 
Medical Service. The fees that 
the farmers and poorer classes in 
the interlor could afford to pay, 
even if thelr Innate projudice 
against Western medicine could. 
he overcome, would not suffice 
for the mere livelihood of 
qualified physicians, not to men- 
tiot. drugs and treatments. A 
further difficulty would be the 
enormous distances which a rural 
practitioner would have to tra- 
vel — often rondless, and inacces- 
sible. save on foot. 


Good Work 


The National Health Service 
has frequently done good work 
by mobilizing its inadequate re- 
sources to cope with local 
epidemics such as plague, and 
cholera, and typhus. But it 
must be assumed that. most of 
the present gencration of Chinese 
will live from cradle to grave 
without opportunity for 
treatment. And 
when, if ever, modern medical- 
science extends throughout 
China, with, it Is to bo expected, 
a substantial reduction in the 
death rate, especially infant mog- 
tality, it would appear imperative’: 
that it be. accompanied by som 
form of birth control. Although no 
census that con be regarded os 
Jn any way reliable has been 
taken in China, It is estimated 
that the population has increas- 
ed by about 100,600,000 during 
the past century. The increase 
would -have’ been very much 
greater but for famines, floods, 

roughts, epidemics and civil 
and forelgn wars, which have 
ravaged the country during the 
past hundred years, (it “was 
estimated that twenty . millions. 
of Chinese lost their lives dur- 
{ng the Taiping Rebellion, and 
it is probable that tho deaths 
frectly: and ‘indirectly _ attribut- 
able to. Sino-Japanese ‘hostilitics 
between August ©1937 and 
August 1845 did not. fall far 
short of that total), China is 
fa. from being sclf-sustaining in 
the matter of food,.and evon if 
the Manchurian Provinces were 
recovered, a continuous increase 
of_popalation —would_cause —dif-.

The other day ‘tho. world was 
informed by the Moscow wire- 
less that the United States had 
proposed to’ Russia that they 
should discuss their differences 
together with n ‘view to remov-

accepted. The.- unnouncement 
came as o bolt from the ‘blue. 
The public had been fn no wa: 
prepared for it. Neither t! ir 
tlsh nor -the French Foreign Of- 
fice had been consulted in 
advance about any such American 
offer; nor did thoy relish tho 
suggestion ‘that the whole future 
of the world might be settled in 
Two-Power talks from which 
they would be excluded. 

The immediate cffect was con- 
fusion. The appeasers, from Mr. 
Henry Wallace 
down, were de- 
lighted. The peo- 
ples, they said, 
overywhere want 
peace; now let 
the Govern- _ 
ments meet their wishes. Rus- 
sin was, .as sho had  doubt- 
less meant to. be, praised to 
the skles by her supporters; and 
sitters-on-the-fence of all kinds 
were emboldened to utter plati- 
tudes about the horror of war 
ond the duty of the 
Powers to do thelr share 
wards averting it. 

But to any trained, dispas- 
sianate observer dopbts from the 
first moment must have suggested 
themselves. Was it  thinkable 
that America weuld make such 
an offer os the Moscow radio 
attributed to her without con- 
sulting .her European assoclates? 
Or that she’ would have left 
Russla ‘ta communicate it unila- 
terally tothe world? Or that 
Russian would: in any case have 
done so, had, her acceptance 
been sincere and intended to lead 
ton greater ogreemont? The an- 
swer to.each question being ‘No,’ 
one was ieft with the conclusions 
that America never made such an 
offer as the one attributed to her, 
and that Russia's object in un-

“Missed Opportunity” 


‘Tho interview which General

THE PROMS 
TONIGHT's. Prom. consists of works 
by Brahms, Arthur Bliss and a 
modern American composer, Ferd 
Grofe, of whom, I must confess, I know 
nbdthing. Brahms’ work is to be 
“Variations on a Theme of Paganini”, 
a fine orchestral composition in which 
Brahms. displays at their best his 
talents of rich orchestration and in- 
spired touches. 
Brahms is often alluded to as the 
last of the classical masters, a Proud 
title when one considers his predec._- 


sors were men such as Bach, Mozart - 


and Schumann. Brahms was not a 
musician who could put pen to Paper 
whenever he felt the urge of the “still! 
small voice within.” He was a con- 
summate painstaking craftsman, whose 
every composition came by hard work 
out of inspiration. . é 

He was reared in the hard school of 
Marxsen—a famous teacher of the 191h 
century—and one of his hardest lessons 
Was to learn to revere the art of music 
and the mighty precepts of the classical 
masters. In all his works, Brahms — 
more than any other composer—I think, 
incorporates -a quality of almost 
aesthetic purity. He spurned the 
romantic influence of Schumann, an 
allure to which he could easily have 
succumbed. The decadent influences 
which plagued the music of the 19th 
Century left Brahms untouched — 
purist that he was—and the classical 
forms of his compositions remain as a 
monument to his ability.

AR8THUR BLISS—one of England's 
modem composers—has written 
Much music, especially in the film- 
world.

among American business men when 
they gather for one of those orgiastic 
conventions or jamburees-in-fancy- 
dress which proceed from uproarious 
good-fellowship to the destruction of 
hotel furniture.... ; 


The virtues of the American novelist 
are energy, sincerity, and the passion- 
ate interest with which the contem- 
porary scene inspires him. His short- 
comings are clumsiness, wordiness,

: Both his qualities and his defects 
are richly represented’ in All the 
King’s Men, by Robert Penn Warren, 
a novel which Sinclair Lewis has 
described as “massive” and “impres- 
sive," and which was awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize for 1947.

A FILM that has just been shown 
privately at the French Embassy in 
London and which will soon be shown 
in public, reconstructs a true story of 
the war. ! 

La bataille de Ueau lourde is a 
Franco-Norwegian film of the Allies’ 
struggle, first, for possession, and then 
for the destruction, of “heavy water," 
or deuterium, a rare substance used for 
harnessing atomic energy.

Since his godson, General de Gaulle, 
commuted his death sentence to “per- 
petual detention” two and a half years 
ago, Phitippe Petain, seven-star ex- 
Marshal and head of the Vichy Gov- 
emment, has been State prisoner No. 1. 
Since November, 1945, he has been 
confined in the sunken fortress of the 
Citadelle de Pierre Levee on the tiny 
briar and sand-dune He d’Yeu, 102 
miles off the French Atlantic coast. . 

Though he recently passed into his 
93rd year the few who have seen 
Petain say his mind is still alert and 
that he keenly follows world affairs 
through his one daily -paper, “Le 
Monde.” For Petain is unwaveringly. 
convinced he will be re-tried and clear- 
ed. So is his 72-year-old wife Eugenie. 

“We place al! our hopes on the re- 
trial,” she says. “The Marshal's de- 
fence counsel, Maltres Jacques Isorml 
and Jean Lemalre, will chose the right 
moment for the revision plea.” 

Madame Petain, who has followed 
her husband into voluntary exilé on 
the tiny island, is the ex-Marshal’s 
most constant visitor. She spends an 
hour each day with him in his two 
white-washed rooms, 20 feet by 16, in- 
side the fort and fumished with a bed 
and three chairs. Often she brings 
food parcels and gifts recelved from 
friends, and while Petain studies Eng- 
lish she darns his laundry.
